Council from a department or college other than the one in which there 
is a vacancy.

CHAIRMAN'S REMARKS 


Referring to the item raised by Prof. Dicks at the May 4th meeting 

of Faculty Council concerning the issue of procedures, policies, and 
mechanisms by which a department might be moved from one campus to 
another and Council's request that the Chairman direct the inquiry 

to the Board of Governors, Dean Roy said that he had taken the matter 
up with the Steering Committee and it was decided it might be more 
appropriate to direct the inquiry to the new Rector. Based on the 
response he receives Dean Roy said he would report to Council and, if 
Council wishes, he would contact the Board again or place the item on 
the agenda. 


Dean Roy invited Vice-Rector Breen to address the Faculty Council. 


Vice-Rector Breen welcomed the members back to another very produc- 
tive year and noted that this is the University's tenth anniversary, 
He said that the Concordia Féte would start on Thursday, September 
13th with the grand opening to take place downtown in the Hall Build- 
ing at 11:30 a.m. with the Rector and Chancellor present. to coin- 
cide with the tenth anniversary Dr. Kenniff will be installed as 
Rector of the University at Place des. Arts, Théatre Maisonneueve, 
on September 23rd and that representatives of other Universities 

in Canada will be present. The installation will be followed by 

a reception in the Hall Building. 


With regard to the visit of the Pope, Vice-Rector Breen said that 

it had been dicided that the University should be kept open mainly 
because it would have been extremely difficult to add an extra day 

to the schedule during this current year. However, should some 
individual professors find that they can cover their programme and 
wish to take part in the festivities they should inform their classes, 
Also, the Deans have been asked to inform the professors that very 
important things should not be taught on that day because there may 
be quite a few students who may be unable to make it to classes. 


Concerning current registration, Vice~Rector Breen said that the 
Registrar's Office had informed him that we can expect the status 
quo. He concluded his remarks by wishing all a very successful 
and productive year.
